Army Maneuvers This 
Month Off the At- 
lantic Coast. 


Newspaper Boats to Be Trea ted 
as Scouts of the Enemy and 
Captured Whenever 
Possible. 


New York, Aug. 8.—[Special.}—Never in 
the history of the United States have there 
been joint naval and milftary maneuvers on 
a scale approaching those scheduled for this 
month. And for the first time in the history 
of the world there will be recognized in such 
maneuvers @ new and important factor in 
war—the newspaper world. 

The newspapers will be considered as ene- 
mies; the fleets must beat them if they can. 
The government does not desire that the 
newspapers shall not try to get the news; in- 
deed, the authorities want them to try in 

er possible way. But they want their 
phi and men to prevent them from ‘Set- 
ting it. 

So, in one way, this mimic war will be 
real. It will be a mimic war for the pos- 
session of the coast, and an actual war 
against the reporters, whose dispatch boats 
will be treated as enemy’s scouts to be 
avoided or captured. 

Secretary of the Navy Moody regarde this 
as an important part of the maneuvers. He 
desires to find out just how secret the move- 
ments of the fleet can be kept in time of 
actual war, and he realizes that if the move-

‘Fleet Opposed to Fleet. 
The department has refused to give out 


first part of the maneuvers, which will be

The opposing commanders will not know, 
except in a general way, just what vessels 
compose the fleet against which they are 
operating; and some surprises may be sprung 
upon them by the managers of the maneu- 
vers. Some naval officers would not be sur- 
prised if the European squadron or the south 
Atlantic squadron, or both, should suddenly 
appear on the coast. For all anybody knows 
ships from one or both of these squadrons 
may now be on their way to New England 
waters. 

All the available ships of the north Atlantie 
squadron will be employed—battleships, 
cruisers, and gunboats, as well as a fleet of 
fifteen torpedo boats and twelve torpedo boat 
destroyers. All along the coast searchlights 
have been established to search with their 
fiery eyes at night for the coming of the hos-. 
tile fleet. 


Will Test Wireless Telegraphy. 
Wireless telegraphy will be tested during 
the maneuvers as to the practicability of 
using it under war conditions for communi- 
cating between the fleets and the shore and 
between the different vessels. Many novel 
and modern appliances will be experimented 
with, and in all respects the present maneu- 
vers will be the most up to date ever at- 
tempted. 

The question of cost is not to enter into the 
matter. The object is to have the maneu- 
vers comprehensive and thorough, no mat- 
ter what it costs, for it is believed that the 
results will justify the expenditure, how- 
ever great it may be. 

Coal will be an important item of expense. 
A battleship of the Oregon class burns sev- 
enty-five tons of coal at a speed of eleven or 
twelve knots, and the amount burned rises 
rapidly for every knot above that. One of 
the fast cruisers burns about 100 tons a 
day ordinarily, and twice that at high speed, 
and coal costs the gdvernment about $8 a ton. 
Though a good deal of the target practice 
will be done with the economical subcaliber, 
a considerable portion of it will be done 
will full service charges and service pro- 
jectiles.

CATHOLIC CLUBS. 


Archbishop Tells the Chicago 
Congress to Keep Tts 
Hands Off the Friar, 
Question. 


POPE LEO TO SETTLE IT. 


Church Interests Are Safer Under 

_ American Flag Than Any- 
where. Else in the 
World. 


St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 3.— [Special. I- Arch- 
bishop Ireland today in his sermon at high 
mass in the cathedral denounced the efforts 
of an element in the Catholie chureh to im- 
pugn the good faith of President Roosevelt 
and Gov. Taft in dealing with the church 
question in the Philippines, : 

The archbishop's sermon was a pointed 
warning to the congress of the American 
Federation of Catholic Socteties, which 
meets in Chicago on Monday, to keep hands 
off the friars question. Without openly re- 
ferring to the Chicago convention, he de- 
“nounced: what he called the fiery zeal in 
defense of Catholic interests which seems to 
be coveting an explosion at the present time 
among certain classes of American Cath- 
olies.“ He continued: 

The interests of the church; it is said, 
are made to suffer at the hands of the govern- 
ment in its newly acquired dependencies, and 
the call to arms is sounded from the ros-, 
trums of Catholic gocieties and through the 
columns of Catholic papers, to the per- 
‘turbationt of the whole Catholic body and, 
indeed, the whole country. 


Declares Charges False. 
„Archbishop Ireland in plain, vigorous lan- 
guage denounced these charges as false. He 
asserted that the American government is 
not the enemy of the Catholic church in the 
new colonies. 

It has been dinned into our ears that the 
church is being robbed in both of those ir- 
lands,” said the archbishop,.referring to 
Porto Rico and Cuba. In repiy he continued: 

Bishop Blenck of Porto Rico openly re- 
joices that the American flag rather than the 
Spanish guards his diocese; and the 
hierarchy in Cuba are thanking God that 
church interests there were settled by the 
government of Washington before a Cuban 
parliament was allowed to att down in 
Havana. 


Asks Justice for America. 

Continuing in even more vigorous lan- 
guage the archbishop said: 
Fg Let. justice be done to America; in no 
other country is there a government, so fair 
minded, so impartial, so willtigate all 
classes of citizems with absolute justfte, as 
that with Which we are blessedm America. 

„ And let Catholics be careful lest by im- 

prudent agitation and repeated mistrust of 
the government of America they instill into 
the minds of many of their fellow-citizens. 
the notion that as Catholics they are dis- 
posed to form themselves into a people apart, 
ever dissatisfied with America and its instl- 
tutions, ever ready to complain, ever anxious 
to find a piea upon which to rest their mur- 
murings. .

ITALIANS AT FESTIVAL ARE 
_ JNJURED BY AN EXPLOSION. 


Bomb Which Was to Have Been Fired 
100 Feet hy. “een the Air Blows Up 
Before It 


While the Italians here were celebrating the 
feast of the Madonna Dell’Arco with a dis- 
play of fireworks last night, a bomb exploded 
prematurely and seriously injured four spec- 
tators and frightened many more who were 
on a large stand. In the crowd were Mayor 
Fiske and several of the aldermen. ü 
‘Antonio Lepanto, who was in charge of 
the fireworks, was about to send the bomb 
into the air, where it had been timed by a 
fuse to explode at an altitude of 100 feet. 
It burst inside the iron mortar instead, and 
sent fragments flying into the crowd. A 
score of people who were close to the mortar 
were knocked down. * 

Lepanto was picked up about thirty feet 
from the mortar. The other victims were 
struck by fiying pieces of the mortar, made 
of a heavy iron pipe, partly imbedded in 
the ground. The fragments nearly severed 
the legs of two boys. The report of the ex- 
plosion shook the grand stand and was Neard 
for miles. 


SHEEP HERDERS PREPARE TO 
RESENT WHOLESALE KILLING 


Depredations by Masked Men on Wy- 
oming Ranches to Be Met by Most 
Vigorous Retaliation.

The point that received the greatest con- 
sideration was the suggestion of codrdina- 
tion and then consolidation of the subway, 
surface, and elevated lines as offering the 
best transportation service. 

For Surface Line Consolidation. 

Following are some of the opinions ex- 
pressed: 

Charles L. Hutchinson, director of the 
Union Traction company—Our street rail- 
way service is far from being what it ought 
to be. There is great room for improvement. 
I do not believe in subways, as with our low 
land they would not be satisfactory. I do be- 
lieve in the consolidation of all the surface 
lines of the city.. They ought to be under one 
management, and will be in the course 
time. There is need of better service, 
think consolidation will bring that abo 

I do not agree with the suggestion 
consolidating the surface with the 
roads. The L' roads are in a class by 
themselves and should be kept so. As for 
the ci forcing any consolidation of the 
north, seuth, and west side surface lines, 
that would be unfair to lines whose condi- 
tions are so different that a forced consolida- 
tion would work an injustice to some if not 
all of them. But such consolidation is bound 
to come, and the thing to do is to let it come 
as a result of natural conditions. 


* Question for Traction Owners. 


Robert McCulloch, manager of the City 
railway company—Consolidation of street 
railway lines is a financial matter that should 
be decided only by those having financial 
interests in the properties. To force the lines 
to consolidate, whatever the financial effect 
or the sentiment of the owners, would be 
going too far. If the companies could agree 
on a common transportation plan, that

Chicago. Boston proper is a comparatively 
small town. To ride anywhere there for a 
nickel is no hardship to the railway com- 
pany.

GREATEST OF MIMIGWARS 


Newspaper Boats Will Be Given a Test 
More Severe than in Actual Conflict 
When Fleet Fights Fleet 0f the At- 

lantic Coast—Press to Be Treated as 

an Enemy to Learn the Ability to 

_ Keep Operations Secret—No Details 
Are to Be Given Out. !

maneuvering, although it would possibly 
be good policy for the hostile fleet to at- 
tempt to draw the defending fleet by mak- 
ing at least a demonstration off the Hook. 

But it is generally conceded by naval as 
well as army men that the Sandy Hook ap- 
proach to New York is practically impreg- 
-nable. The works might conceivably be de- 
-molished by a steady, concentrated, over- 
whelming fire of long duration from a 
mighty fleet. But that would not be maneu- 
vering; it would simply be pounding. 

And, even if Sandy Hook were demolished 
and taken, there would be the same fight to 
make all over again, for the hostile fleet 
could barely steam past the Hook before it 
would find itself in a zone of fire from the 
two huge forts of Wadsworth and Hamilton, 
either one of which is powerful enough to 
fight a whole navy alone. 


Result of Capturing Newport. 

But a hostile fleet in possession of New- 
port would be able to make that place a base 
of operation for an invading army moving 
to the west on New York through Connecti- 
cut to take the city in.the rear, moving 
around its eastern defenses and coming out 
of reach ot its southern ones. And, of course, 
New York would be the objective point ina 
campaign of invasion. 

Hostile expeditions sent out from N 
would paralyze the industries of the wealthy 
and populous New England states. Masesa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island with their great 
cotton and woolen manufactures and Con- 
necticut with its textile industries and its 
manufactures of arms and ammunition would 
lie unprotected before the invaders. 

The outer line of New York defenses, which 
lie at the eastern entrance of the sound, 
would be shorn of their usefulness and such 
of them as are on the mainiand would prob- 
ably be taken in the rear and captured. 

New England is largely supplied with coal 
by long tows which night and day crawl up 
the coast. A hostile fleet in possession of 
Newport would be able to stop all this traffic 
and reduce New England to dependence upon 
the single existing coal railroad for her sup- 
ply of fuel. 

A hestile fleet could hardly hope to make 
a successful direct attack on the defenses 
at the eastern entrance of Long Island 
sound; still less of those which guard the 
entrance to New York.harbor by way of 
Sandy Hook. To seize Newport and make 
it the base for land operations evidently 
would be the most practicable plan of a cam- 
paign of invasion. 


Guarded by Great Forts. 


The section of coast on which the hostile 
fleet in. these maneuvers is descending is 
guarded by great modern forts, either re- 
cently built and armed or recently supplied 
with new and powerful batteries. 

In Buzzgard’s bay, Fort Rodeman defends 
the harbor of New Bedford; the entrance 
to Narragansett bay is defended by Fort 
Adams at “Newport and Fort Wetherill, 
which looks to it across the narrow entrance 
to the harbor, and by Fort Greble on Dutch 
island, situated where the western entrance 
to the bay is narrowest. 

Then come the forts which form the outer 
line of the defenses of New York to the east- 
ward. This group of powerful defensive 
works lies about thirty miies to the west- 
ward of Newport and consists of Fort Mans- 
field at Walsh hill, Fort H. G. Wright on 
Fisher's island, Fort Michie on Gull island, 
Fort Terry on Plum island, and Fort Trum- 
bull in New London harbor. | 

Whether the hostile fleet, if it eludes the 
opposing squadron, will attempt to take the 
defenses of Newport by a frontal attack or 
will try to effect a landing somewhere on 
the adjacent coast and take the forts fn re- 
verse is one of the questions to be answered 
by the attackers. If it eludes the fleet on 
the lookout for it, the commander of the 
hostile squadron can do whichever his judg- 
ment dictates. 


Dodging Newspaper Fleets. 

Hts problem is to give the slip to the de- 
fending fleet and so to manage that the news- 
paper fleet shall not discover his approach 
and give notice of his whereabouts until he 
_ struck his blows—two difficult proposi- 

ions. 

Yet, when the success of Cervera in mask-.

The forts Will ve defended by 
the army and the militia of the adjacent 
states, and will be assisted by a few small 
vessels supposed to have escaped the anni- 
hilation of the rest of the American fleet. 

All the forts mentioned have been sup- 
plied with great quantities of blank ammu- 
‘nition. Mine flelds have been laid out to 
cecver the channel and every other defensive 


/ precaution has been taken. 


Will Take Forts by Surprise. 


The commanders of the forts will not know 
which of them is to be attacked until the 
hostile fleet appears, the object being to 
take the place by surprise. And in this part

‘WAS UNWELCOME SURPRISE.

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 3.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Jacob H..Smith today spoke for the first 
time on his retirement. He has been here 
since last Friday, and has carefully refrained 
from any expressions. | 
On the subject of the action of the president 
Gen. Smith said: 
lt was an unwelcome surprise to me. I 
naturally supposed that I would receive a 
reprimand as a result of the verdict of the 
court martial, but nothing more. I have al- 
ways tried to do my duty in a conscientious 
manner and conduct myself as a soldier. . I 
am still in the government's service and not 


rences. I could be as readily court martialed 
now as if I were not on the retired list. 


Samar Natives Savages. 

“Tam feeling first rate, never better in my 
life; in fact, I was with the Twelfth and 
Seventeenth before I was promoted. I spent 
most of the time I was in the islands in and 
around Samar. I always tried to do what 
seemed best for the service in both districts. 
The natives of Luzon seem considerably 
civilized than those of the other 


“Some of those in Samar are nothi 
but savages, and of course cannot be treat 
like civilized people. They all would re- 
sort to most barbarous methods of 
at times. Instances of the torture and 
slaughter of American soldiers are numer- 
ous. 

“Any one of my command knows that they | 
were not unduly severe with the natives. I 
have always tried to conduct my campaigns 
according to military regulations, 


Takes What Is Coming to Him. / 
There is no use asking me to talk about 
other things. It would not be military. It 
would be of no use. I am a soldier and 
take what is coming to me. It is not for 
me to say whether I deserve or not. I have 
done what I thought was right and am ready 
to settle down in quiet.“ a 
Gen. Smith will spend several days in this 
city and then go to his home in Ports- 
mouth, 0. 


LIGHTNING A REAL HERO. 


Takes the Matteawan Safely Into Port, 
Although He Is Almost Paralyzed 
from Effect of Shock.

New Rochelle, N. T., Aug. 3.— [Special. 
During one of the worst electrical storms 
that ever passed over the sound, this after- 
noon, a bolt of lightning flashed from the 
sky, followed by a sharp report, and struck 
the flagpole on top of the pilot house of the 
big steamer Matteawan of the Glen island 
line, stunning Capt. Garry Van Pelt and 
badly frightening the 2,000 excursionists on 

Capt. Van Pelt was at the wheel of the 
Matteawan, which was opposite Fort Schuy- 
ler, in the sound, when the storm broke. 
The lightning pierced a large hole in the roof 
of the pilot house and glanced towards the 
wheel, knocking the captain down. He was 
stunned, but after several attempts he man- 
aged to reach the wheel again and righted 
the big steamer, which was going out of its 
‘course. then successfully steered the 
Mattea to Glen island. On arrival at 
the dock Capt. Van Pelt became ul from

Heavy Buying Around Duluth. 

Duluth, Minn., Aug. 3.—[{Special.]—The sale 
of farming lands in this section has for the 
last eighteen months been quite phenomenal. 
There is a pronounced boom in that direction, 
and it is growing in importance instead of 
decreasing. One of the features of the trans- 
actions is that in most cases the buying is 
by men who intend to settle on the land and 
cultivate it.

APPROACH AT LAKE STREET. 


Moves It So Far Elevated and Surface 
Tracks Are Displaced and Have to 
He Shifted—Ship of Same Line as the 
One That Put Dearborn Span Out of 
Commission Some Weeks Ago—City 
Trying to Collect Damages for Pre- 
vious Accident, 


The west approach to the Lake street bridge 
was moved 80 far out of place last evening 
by a blow from the prow of the steamer 
Yonkers that the elevated and surface rails 
and traffic was tied up fora 


big 

Western Transit line, rammed its prow be- 
tween two huge clumps of piles protecting 
the approach and then brought up sharply on 
the mass of Stone and cement composing the 
abutment, recording the most serious dam- 
age done to a city bridge this season. The 
steamer ground its steel stem several inches 
into the stone, then lifted the entire mass, 
and set it down several inches away, twisting 
the rails of the Lake Street Elevated rail- 
way and the surface lines of the street. 


Strong Current the Cause. 


In taking the star part in the work of ruin 
the steamer was assisted by a strong current 


main river. The swirl of water about the 
bridge swung the ship thirty feet out of its 
course, and as it was moving without a tug 


it had nothing to hold it out of danger. 


The course is difficult owing to the sharp 
bend in the stream, and the steamer’s captain 


avoid the crash, 

Several cars and a long row of vehicles 
were stopped at the abutment when the 
bridge was opened to allow the ship to pass 
into the south branch.

The meetings probably will be held during 
the next fortnight, and it is thought they will 
have a powerful influence on the action of 
the Joliet city council should the Gaylord 
syndicate attempt to secure title to the stub 
ends of several streets, which would be over- 
flowed by their proposed power plant.

The rays sometimes have 
seven or eight teeth, and when these are 
wavy the flower has a frilled appearance.

Under cultivation the rays broadén, 
becoming rounded in outline, and finally 
overlap, thus presenting a solid and un- 
broken face. There are no double forms of

Coal stocks and grangers have been active, 
with some appreciable local buying, more 
continental, and much New York. While the 
continued buoyancy of these securities has 
not put much money in English pockets it 
has helped to allay those fears of Wallstreet 
conditions based on pessimistic rumors. 

The disposition to speculate in less prom- 
inent American rails noted last week has 
continued. The authoritative announce- 
ment of the Canadian Pacific’s great ocean 
transportation plan had no effect in the city, 
except to cause the disquieting rumor that 
the Canadian Pacific's coming dividend 
would be less than expected. 


Drop in Consols Significant. 

The fall in consols was the significant 
feature of the week, and many sales are re- 
ported on the continent by people tired of 
waiting for.a rise and determined to secure 
what profit they could. Home s have 
been little better than they were, but there, 
as in other branches, nothing much is doing. 

South Africans have a decidedly sickly 
aspect, which is partly due to the unsatis- 
factory conditions of colonial settlement, the 
scarcity of mine labor being the first problem 
encountered since peace was declared. This

Laborers Taking a Holiday.
